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*Theologiaus may indulge the pleasing task of describing religion as she de 
scended from heaven arrayed in her native purity. A more melancholy duty is in- 
posed on the historian. He must discover the inevitable uixture of error and corrup- 
fion which she contracted in a long residence on earth, among a weak and degener- 
ate race of beings.’ ‘Thus Gibbon titroduced dis memorable chapters (xv, xvi) in 
which, on rationalistic principles, he wocounts tor the spread of Christianity through- 
out the Roman Empire. Aside from the latent sarcasm, there coubl Gea otter 
muotto for church baistory. And, with the same qualiiieation, another quotation trois 
the same histovian isin place: Adin ing, without hesitation or ingviry all that 
history has recorded or devotion feigned ou the subject of miartyrdows, it aust still 
be acknowledged that the christians inthe cours: of thew tutestine disseusions have 
iuflicted tir greater severities upon Gach other, thin they lad experiencen from the 
coal of didideds 

But with these qualitications, Whieb ao eneuiy swe dud all christians admit, we 
ask with contidence, where is unything more worthy of preservation than the auiaals 
of the chureh? ‘Lhe mantle of churty is fess ueeded here, than in secular atfaips, 
The River of the Water of Life Hows through a world without vedure deprived of its 
refreshment. ‘Phe Deeline and Fall of the Horan Raapire would haye occurred 
sooner and been more awful, but for the conservative power of christianity. 

There is not a spot of the earth's surface where a christian church stands. which 
is not enhanced in value, in cousequence, Hence as ereat epochs come and yo, we 
dre not ashamed of the record mude, by those who have preceded us. God grant 
that they may not be ashamed of us. Po be as good as our fathers we must be 
better ?? 


As the seini-centennial of the Presbyteriaa ciiarch of Covington, Ind., drew near, 
preparation in a sinall way, was made to commemorate the event and learn the les- 
sons involved = And, afterwards, there was an hupresston left on several uitneds that 
these lessons were of sume veneral application, at least, to some parts of the Wabash 
Valley, This seemed espeeially worthy of thougbt in yiew of the revival of tuterest 
in Crawfordsville Presbytery, touching our old and feeble churches. Many or the 
ministers who have © ae service in Covington, at sone tine ministered in other places 
in thiv general region ‘Tha wide spread itinersey ct the preachers who phuited 
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Presbytenanism inthe West, has been considered and cornnended. No other de 
heaination has a better record, ‘Uhe resultis that many churches cherish the memory 
of the same rainisters. At the bead of this list, im ail that is excellent, stands the 
nate of Henry Little, D. D., with many of like spirit and work. ‘These payes may 
continue wid promote this sympathetsc-oneneas, as the deacendints will read of the 
selfdenying labors of their pioncer wucestors. 

Another motive, personal, selfish perhaps, is not concealed, for priuting this 
purnphlet, This is the seventh Indiana parish the writer. after a sort, has cultivated, 
At each of these coauty towns, aad in the surrounding Presbyteries, PE have had a 
wost pleasant experience of ministerial life. All along, ta every place, and not less 
now, than at former times, we can truly say: The lines have talon to asin pleasant 
places, and we have had a yvoodly heritage. The ‘Seventh Act’ may be the last. It 
would be pleusant, ifon this Mt. Nebo we should be rementheeed on the Wabash, ta 
connection with the saintly inen and women Whose names and deeds are liere men 
soned.

Mr. Daniel McLane. one of the Ruling Eldders, removed to Chilicothe, Ohio.” This 
second entry, one month to a day, after organization, of the dismissal of an officer 
from the little band, is very saggestive, as it was trying at the time. 

Of the first Elder, James Long, T tind that-he was born in Scotland, in 1775, and 
died in Covington in 1852, He came with lis parents in his early manhood, to Chih- 
cothe, Ohio, and there he marned his faithful wife, Sarah Burns, who died in Cov- 
iugton two years before her husband, in 1850,—In 1828 Mr. Long and wite with their 
seven children came to Covington, residing one year im the village. He then bought 
aw farm a mile north of town, on which the family resided until his death. Rev. A 


W. Freeman in a very interesting sketch of his own ministry in this place says of 


Father Long: ‘‘He was a patmarch, tall, erect, courteous, yet meek and gentle, a 
yery devout christian aud a conscientious officer of the church. He had been lougest 
Elder, | have often heard the Rev. E. O. Hovey speak of enjoying his hospitality, 
when he was a home missionary on the field. Father Long was still favored with the 


companiouship of the wift of his youth, a woman worthy of him, bat on the 25th of 


October, 1850, the temporary seperation took place. L conducted serviees at the fu- 
neral, and the aged man with trembling libs bent over her coftin and saw his loved 
one buried from lis sight. Not long did he survive his great bereavement.” 


Pheve are other wames on that first roll bringing pleasant and profitable memo 


ries of saintly, self-sacrificing hves. To call the names Without remark. giving time 


for thought should make us bettermen and women.—Jines Long, Sarah Long, Jno, 
Fisher, Margarct lisher, John Long, Ellen Long, Samuel Campbell, Sr., Daniel Me- 
Lane. Kizabeth McLane, Zion Reden, Jane Mvanus, Esabella Merrill, Waugh MeCon- 
nell, Elizabeth McConnell, Margaret Hennegan, and Margarct Wull, 

Of these Mas. vans is the only kuown survivor, now over four score years, resi 
ding in Crawfordsville, tna. 

The life ofa village charch for 50 years is a imost iustructive study. In its influ- 
ence on its Surrounding population it is wore controlling than a city church—for very 
obvious reasons. ft would be well for our young iinisters to consider these obvious 
reusous iu wot turn wabitious eyes to vacant city pulpits. About tive hundred 
Hidihes of commmutuedits are found ou our list, enibraciie all classes of citizens. Sone 
of the dhost prominent couuty officers are found here,  Adl the honest professions aud 
vecupaduns are represented. There we mien diligent in business, fervent in spirits 
serving the Lord:—Suach men as Holfinan, Brier and Cambern. [ mention these 
men because they were officers, are absent from us, vet living, and have no relatives 
among us. We stneld them not from criticism. ‘Their Presbyterian christianity 
formed their noble character, —Then what women and young people are among the 
50U! Patient mothers and wives, a lorming their homes with pious industry and re- 
tinement. Some of them in comtortible, altucnt circumstances; many of them poor . 
strugghug with al health. While, so fia aus I know,, no one has ever been forbidden 
by husband or parent im Covington, to connect with the Church; a great many receive 
no helpin their religious life, from their nearest and dearest earthly relations, either 
by preceptor exumple. Dr. Payson once said to an unconverted man, who had a 
pious wife: ‘It is hard for your good wife that she receives no help trom you. It is 
like a dove trying to fy heavenward with a broken wing.”? In all of our churches, 
here and elsewhere, women comprise a large majority of church members.—Only this 
most peneral view can be taken of these 500. Such a voll is very good reading for the 
closet wid for tore private occasions. And henee, in every field to which [have 
ministered, [ have, as aw part of pastoral work, furnished a printed roll of the coim- 
municants. Please to read and meditate on these names. It has been a specially 
difficult matter to find out + om our iminutes the names that shoald properly be thus 
associated. The present s.smbership has, so far, not responded very loudly to the 


ui 
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roll call, Of this entire ist we may sity, it is not an exact tony of that found in the 
Lamb's Book of Lite. Many names are found in that book which are not here, some 
here are not found there, 

Nochurch, however, need be ashwmed of its roll, compared with any equal niin- 
ber of names, not members of the church, in that community. 

I can not particularly deseribe the Elders who have served this church. “Ruling 
Elders are properly the representatives of the people, chosen by them for the purpose 
of executing government and discipline in conjunction with pastors or ministers.”’ 
Asa class, here and elsewhere, our Miders are of unquestionable value. Commuencing 
with Jiunes Loug and Duniel Mehane,, who were elected and ordained blders 50 
years ago, seyenteen Blders have served in Covington, ‘The successors of Long and 
McLane are Joseph H. Parnbain, William Hollman, George Grahan, J. S. Jones. 
(name changed to Talbot), Abraham Gabriel, Harry L. Ross, Esaac A. Rice, Warren 
Anderson, Joseph Campbell, Samuel Campbell, dr., David Parvott, i. A. Hills, Sam- 
uel Watson, Samucl M. Cambern and Teaac Hampt. Tt has already been stated, that 
the first Elders were requested to vet as Deaeons,—and so, for the imost part, it has 
been through all the years. A few Deacons have been set apart, who have been very 
usctul,—the late Thomas Lyons was prominently so.—Unordained men, also, and 
women have helped in the financial inanagement. Bat the burdens of temporal i 
well as spiritual aifas, have laregcly been in the lands of the Elders. We owe them 
an unpaid debt of gratitude, 

Phe Sunday Schooland the various Women’s Circles should be remembered to- 
day. We never vet the fil conception of a church as we see iton Sabbath morning, 
even ata sacramental meeting or a Semi-Centemual. There are wheels within 
wheels, and memy of these surudler wheels are resting on most precious jewels. ‘Phe 
realstrength of a church is not demoustrative—This kingdom cometh not with obser 
vation. A dozen or so of women, meclting revularly for prayer or work—to look utter 
some moral reform, to make afew @arments fora poor fainily, to send a box of goods 
to whoue nussioniry, orto wart their hearts aud inform their minds on Foreign 
Missions, slanderously accused of nevlecting them home duties, and more shuideronsly 
accused of foolish talkinge;—such uw circle of workers savecl tlas Covington church. 
We only name the quiet Bunday Sehool aad the weekly prayeriieceting, often wearnig 
on the strength and patience of tartital oaes, aid more frequently ectreshing to those 
who are the most seltsacrifichig. Mor o0 years this church and community have been 
under sich benign influences. —And to-day ther existence and vitality are hopetul 
siens for the future. * 

A long catalogue of preachers comes before as im this review.—A shorter list 
would not merely be easier called, but mi several ways would have benefitted the 
church. From inost reliable sources it would be possible to make some suitable 
record of their toils and virtues, But many of them have honorable mention om more 
enduring piges.—They have hitched the Universe to Covington, Hovey and Wines- 
bury and ‘Thompson are fimous names wuong the dead; and there ware titular neanes 
among the living, who have served well and contentedly in this humble parish. he 
fact, one of the most difticult probleias im the present supply of the pulpit, grows out 
of the remembered ability of the former preachers. The Sessional Records make 
mention of near 50 excellent ministers, who biuve preached to this people. Ae, very 
unfortunately, from 1843 until the Ite-anion of 1870, there were two strageling Pres 
byterian churches in Covington, some of these mimisters were here at the scaue time.

The Oak Grove Church, to which he auinistered, was a Presbyterian congrecation 
ofcighty-vnime members, teat out of the wilderness’ at asmede protracted nieetinee by 
the Tebors of this fiuithtul servant of Goda work in this day ancl land seldom finding 
a parallel, ft was a Godless neighborhood, But {wo sermons had bee preached 
there for some ten years. There was uo church, no Sabbath, no recounition of Cod. 
He determined to preach there, and conmencedina small school house, and con- 
trived for sixteen days, and. at the end of that trae,’ he Writes in dais ditary, ‘ses 
enty-eight had professed Christ, cleyen of whom were griud-parcnts. thirty-three par 
rents, thirty five males, wad forty-three females.

Says a writer inthe Jitaier: Asa preacher he was decidedly clear, logical, 
sound, earnest and able, always furhfally procliiming the truth, aud looking alone 
to God for those results promised the faithful worker” THe was a pastor me the true 
sense of the term—-one in whom the members of his tloek reposed iuplicit contidenes 
—one in whom the old and the young found a genial companion, a sate counselor. 
and asympathizing comforter. From his youth he was uoted for his strict lonesty 
and integrity of character. Among ministers he was modest and unassuming, never 
aspiring to high positions nor seeking the donors of the chureh. We never knew 
one more entirely free from feelings of jealousy toward his brethren. 'Phis was very 
swriking in lis character. 

Though never receiving asalary over $900. he managed his funds so wisely that 
he was emtbled to live comfortably, educate his children well, sending them to col- 
eve, and tosave alittle for old age. He always knew exactly how he stood with lis 
Gok. Ins fellow men and the world, Phough cat off suddenly, his estate could lave 
been settled in three honrs after this death. if necessary. Every piper was mi its place 
—every bill paid even tow penny. “His louse was set din order” and kept in 
order.
